won an overwhelming victory in the 
unanimous adoption by the senate of 
Borah amendment to the naval bill, it 
became apparent today that their vic­ 
tory will be a hollow one for the pre* 
sent at least.

Tri the campaign to induce Congress to provide bonuses for 
the soldiers and sailors who saw service in the war. little is heard 
in Washington or elsewhere of what the various States have al­ 
ready done. Complaint is made that the men have not received 
their deserts, and that in amends for its neglect the Federal Gov­ 
ernment should come to their aid liberally. 
Twenty States have already authorized bond issues for sol­ 
diers’ bonuses, and over $36,000,000 has been marketed. 
At the 
top of the list is Illinois, which has authorized $55,000,000. Then 
follows New York with 45 million dollars, Pennsylvania 
with 
35 million dollars, Michigan with 30 million dollars, Ohio and 
Kansas with 25 million dollars each, Iowa with 22 million dollars, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota with 20 million dollars each, California 
with 18 million dollars, New Jersey with 17 million dollars and 
Washington with 15 million dollars. Altogether about $370,000,- 
000 has been authorized. 
It is a method that lacks uniformity, since the bases on which 
bonuses are to be reckoned will differ among separate States, anc’ 
some may fail altogether to grant the payments the supporters of 
the bonus system advocate.

Another chapter 
in 
the 
famous 
Beavercreek ditch case, better known 
as the Harshman case, from its au­ 
thor J. F. Harshman, was w ritten this 
week when the state Supreme Court 
upheld the decision of the Appellete 
Court and the Greene County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court in citing the County 
Commissioners for contempt. 
The contempt charge grew out of 
the failure of the Commissioners 
to 
connect Gray’s Run- a small stream in 
Beavercreep township 
with 
Beaver­ 
creek, according to a decision handed 
down in Common Pleas Court in the 
case. 
The Commissioners carried the 
case to the Court of Appeals 
where 
the Common Pleas Court was upheld, 
and the supreme Court now has up­ 
held the Appellate Court in this decis­ 
ion. 
As a result, the Commissioners 
will not only have to fulfill the or­ 
iginal decision, but m ust each pay $5 
fine for contempt. 
The famous ditch, from its original 


I inception- has been in litigation ten 
1 or twelve years. The case began when 
i the Greene County Commissioners a t­ 
tempted to dredge Beavercreek, es­ 
tablishing a grade in*the creek bed, 
to drain certain lowlands, said to con­ 
sist of 600 or 700 acres of 
ground 
above Ankeney mill road. Action was 
first deferred by a dam on the Harbine 
property, which was later removed, 
after the Commissioners had attem pt­ 
ed to establish 
another creek 
bed 
around the dam- in which they were 
-frustrated by the courts. 
A fter attem pting 
to 
dredge 
the 
creek through the Harshman farm , it 
is alleged, the dredgers found th at 
they were not getting results because 
of the vast am ount of loose sand and 
gravel which constantly filled up the 
stream bed. They then started to cut 
a new creek bed across the Harshm an 
land, with the intention of abandoning 
the old bed, when they were stopped 
by Injunction brought by J. F. H arsh­ 


man. 
The plaintiff was given a decision in 
Greene County Probate 
Court, 
and 
awarded damages am ounting to more 
than $1,600. L ater on, the 
litgation 
brought out a court decision 
perm it­ 
ting the commissioners to go ahead 
"with the new bed across the H arsh- j 
man land, provided they would fill up 
the old bed, extend some drain tile on 
the farm to the new creek bed, and 
connect Gray’s Run- a small 
stream I 
th at joined the old stream at rig h t j 
angles, to the new stream bed. 


The commissioners extended the new I 
steam bed across the farm connecting 
it w ith the old bed at both ends, and 
switching the stream , but failed to 
connect Gray’s 
Run w.ith the new 
stream bed, alleging th a t th a t stream 
deposited considerable gravel find de­ 
bris th a t would choke thS new bed at 
its entrance, and fru strate the drain­ 
age for which they were working. In­ 
stead, they continued to perm it Gray’s 
Run to flow into the old stream bed, 
and thence to the main 
creek, 
the 
stream having deposited most of 
its 
debris in the old bed by th a t time. 
Because they did not cut the narrow, 
25-foot strip to perm it Gray’s Run to 
flow into the new stream bed at the 
point indicated, they were 
charged
